metric tons. ‘Che land cruisers are 46 
feet long, 18 feet wede and 13 feet! 
high. The speed of the German tanks 
varies between four and a half and 
nine and one-half miles an hour, 

It is understood that the Germans 
have introduced a number of improve- 
ments, Including heavier protection 
against shells and a device enabling 
the crew to close the tanks hermeti- 
cAlly when traversing an area of gas. | 
German tanks are commanded by ma-/ 
jors. The officers are yolunteers, the 
men being specialists in motor mech- 
anics and gunnery and machine gun- 
ners.

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BRITISH AIRMEN 
KEEP CLOSE WATCH 


Many Tons of Explosives Dropped | 
on Enemy Concentration 
Points 


LONDON, April 1.—The British of-| 
fielal statement on aerial operations | 
says: 

“Our observation balloons and air- 
planes were active on Sunday, good | 
visibility enabling the former to carry 
out useful work in cenjunction with 
the artillery. The activity of our air- 
planes was chiefly centred south of | 
the Somme, A close watch was kept 
on enemy movements in this area, 
and large columns of hostile troops 
or transports were bombed and en- 
gaged in machine gunfire. 

“Very little fighting occurred in the 
air. Two hostile machines were shot 
down, another driven to the earth out 
of control, Four of our machines are 
missing. 

“Four British machines previously 
reported missing have since returned 
to their units. Night flying was im- 
possible until after midnight, owing 
to low clouds. From midnight until | 
dawn, however, our bombing ma- | 
chines were constantly at work, 24 
tons of projectiles being dropped on | 
railways, and stations at Douai, Cam- 
bral, Bapaume, Rosieres, Thourout and 
docks at Bruges. Troops in the vicin- 
itty of Bapaume and Chaulnes were) 
also attacked witn bombs and ma- 
chine gunfire.

White Star Liner Celtic Has 
| Been Torpedoed but Giant 
| Vessel May Possibly Be Saved 


New York, April 1- The steamship Celtic, one of the biggest 

White Star liners, was attacked and torpedoed by a German sub- 

marine, according to reliable information received today in 

| marine circles here, during a voyage from England to America. 

Efforts are being made to save the vessel, which, it is believed, 
carried no passengers. 

The Celtic has a gross tonnage of 20,904, and has for many 
years been one o° the largest steamships in trans-Atlantic service. 
She was built in Belfast in 1901, and flies the British flag. 

The Celtic built at Belfast in 1901, is a steel ship 691 feet long 
| with a 75-foot beam, gross tonnage 20.904, net tonnage 18,449. Her 
| engines develop 2,295 horse-power. 

The Baltic and the Celtie are sister ships.

With his appetite whetted for more infidel meat, the Turk went 
at Gotch hammer and tongs. He didn't know a lot of Mnglish, but he 
had mastered the word “enough, ind he soon hed oceasion to use it 
That victory demonstrated Gotch's right to the world’s championship, 
for the Ottoman was a grappler of the “rough house” type, and Goteh
